D r i v e r Tells Story

A verdict of accidental death was 
returned by a coroner's Jury after 
an Inquest, Friday afternoon, into 
the death of Joseph Yuhas, 25, of 
Detroit, Michigan, who was killed in 
an automobile accident on the Lin­ 
coln highway, near the Lincoln Way 
In n on Friday night, September 19 
Only two witnesses were heard by 
the jurors empanelled by Dr. Edgar 
A. Miller, Adams county coroner, at 
th e inquest which was held at the 
scene of the fatality. 
They 
were 
Stephen Kovacs, of Detroit, driver 
of the machine, and Corporal R. O. 
Schwartz, of the local sub-station 
of the state highway motor patrol, 
who Investigated 
Kovacs 
testified 
th a t 
Yuhas. 
whose car the former was driving, 
Mrs. Yuhas and Mrs. Susanna Toth, 
were dozing when the accident oc­ 
curred. They had left Detroit about 
4:30 o’clock. Friday 
morning, 
and 
drove continuously for more than 
seventeen hours, 
covering approxi­ 
mately 525 miles of their Journey to 
New Brunswick, New Jersey. 
Startled 
The witness said a car overtook 
the machine he 
was driving, the 
driver sounding the 
horn when it 
.seemed to Kovacs th at the m achine 
was about to strike Yuhas' m achine 
In order to give Hie oncoming m a­ 
chine space in which to pass. Kovacs 
said he drove Yuhas' car from the 
highway with the 
result 
th a t 
it 
crashed 
into 
a 
telephone 
pole. 
Y uhas died at the W arner hospital 
a few hours after he was adm itted. 
Kovacs said he did not get the 
license 
number 
of 
the 
machine 
which passed his car. The m achine 
did not stop 
after 
the 
accident. 
Corporal Schwartz testified as to his 
investigation of the accident. 
Mrs. Yuhas and Mrs. Toth, both 
of whom were 
severely 
cut 
and 
bruised in the crash wen* discharged 
as patients from the W arner hos­ 
pital. Friday, and returned to their 
homes in Detroit.
